2. The drawings are objected to because 

A) the following errors have been noted in the drawings: 

(1) The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 
§ 1.84(p)(5) because they include the following reference sign(s) not mentioned 
in the description: 

(a) 30, 60 & 90 60 of fig. 1 and note the description of fig. 1 

between paragraph numbers 19-22. 

2.1 A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the 
Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will not 
be held in abeyance. 

2.2 Applicant is required to submit a proposed drawing correction in reply to this Office 
action. However, formal correction of the noted defect may be deferred until after the 
examiner has considered the proposed drawing correction. Failure to timely submit the 
proposed drawing correction will result in the abandonment of the application. 

3. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 

A) as required by 37 CFR § 1.84(p(5)) and 37 CFR § 1.121(e) the specification 
lacks an explicit reference to the nature of: 
(1) reference legend(s): 

(a) 30, 60 & 90 60 of fig. 1 and note the description of fig. 1 
between paragraph numbers 19-22; 
In this regard, it is noted that merely mentioning a number with out mentioning the 
device or operation of the step relies on the drawing to provide support for the 
disclosure and not to aid in the understanding of the invention, as is the purpose of the 
drawings (37 CFR § 1.81(a,b)). 
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Appropriate correction is required. 

4. The specification and drawings have not been checked to the extent necessary to 
determine the presence of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is requested in 
correcting any errors of which applicant may become aware in the specification or drawings. 
Applicant should note the requirements of 37 CFR § 1.74, § 1.75, § 1.84(o,p(5)), § 1.121(a)- 
1.121(f) &§ 1.121(h)-L121(i). 

5. 35 U.S.C. § 101 reads as follows: 

"Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, 
manufacture, or composition of matter or any new and useful improvement thereof, 
may obtain a patent therefore, subject to the conditions and requirements of this title". 

5.1 Claims 19-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 101 because the invention as claimed is 

directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

5.1.1 The instant claims recite a system/device, (claims 19-23), which has a practical 
application in the technological arts, and which does not merely define either a computer 
program, a data structure, non-functional descriptive material, (i.e. mere data) or a natural 
phenomenon. Hence, the instant claims merely define device that contains a series of steps 
that could be but are not necessarily to be performed on a computer. 

5.1.2 It is further noted that applicant has not recited a specific machine since the operations 
recited in the claim are merely to illustrate the operations of the instant invention since these 
operations are not in fact implemented by a processor/computer. Hence, applicant envisions 
the invention as recited in claims 19-23 as a disembodied storage device, i.e. memory, that 
stores a computer program as a non-functional data structure. Such a disembodied storage 
device is not a specific machine because: 

A) it is not associated with a computer in such a way as to cause the computer to 
operate in a specific manner, (note In re Beauregard 35 USPQ2d 1383 (CAFC 1995) 
and the associated claims of U.S. Patent 5,710,578); and 

B) a memory alone can not perform the functions recited within the claims. 
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Therefore, the recited disembodied storage device, which itself can not perform the functions 
recited within the claims as the invention, is inoperative and lacks utility for the purpose of the 
invention. 

5.1.3 In view of the above, the invention recited in claims 19-23, merely describes an 
abstract idea of a disembodied storage device, i.e. memory, that stores a computer program as 
a non-functional data structure, since a disembodied storage device by itself can not produce a 
concrete and tangible result by performing the functions recited within the claims as the 
invention ( State Street Bank & Trust Co. v. Signature Financial Group Inc. 47 USPQ2d 1596 
(CAFC 1998)). Hence, claims 19-23 do not have a claimed practical application, since the 
disembodied storage device is inoperative and therefore lacks utility for the purpose of the 
invention. 

5.1.4 Nonfunctional descriptive material cannot render nonobvious an invention that would 
have otherwise been obvious. Cf. In re Gulack, 703 F.2d 1381, 1385, 217 USPQ 401, 404 
(Fed. Cir. 1983) (when descriptive material is not functionally related to the substrate, the 
descriptive material will not distinguish the invention from the prior art in terms of 
patentability). Common situations involving nonfunctional descriptive material are: 

- a computer that differs from the prior art solely with respect to nonfunctional 
descriptive material that cannot alter how the machine functions (i.e., the descriptive 
material does not reconfigure the computer), or 

- a process that differs from the prior art only with respect to nonfunctional 
descriptive material that cannot alter how the process steps are to be performed to 
achieve the utility of the invention. 

5.1.5 Hence, claims 19-23 are directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. § 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a 

foreign country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to 

the date of application for patent in the United States. 
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(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent 
by another filed in the United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for 
patent, or on an international application by another who has fulfilled the requirements 
of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention thereof 
by the applicant for patent. 
The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 
(AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical Amendments Act of 2002 
do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting directly or indirectly from an 
international application filed before November 29, 2000. Therefore, the prior art date of the 
reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre- 
AIPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

6.1 Claims 1-4, 7-13, 16-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by Sansone et al (5,925,864). 

6.1.1 In regard to claims 1-4, 7-13, 16-23, Sansone et al ('864) disclose a mail processing 
system that applies both machine readable encoded recipient address information, for example 
a PDF 417 barcode, and the recipient's address information to an item of mail. The item of 
mail is then places in the mail delivery system. When an item of mail can not be delivered as 
addressed, the item of mail is returned to the sender and the machine readable information and 
recipient address information are acquired by scanning the item of mail. The scanned 
information is then used to obtain the correct recipient address and the sender's record of the 
recipient's address is corrected. 

6.2 Claims 1-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as being clearly anticipated by Uhl 
et al (6,292,709). 

6.2.1 In regard to claims 1-27, Uhl et al ('709) disclose a mail processing system that applies 
both machine readable encoded recipient address information, for example a PDF 417 barcode, 
and the recipient's address information to an item of mail. The item of mail is then places in 
the mail delivery system. When an item of mail can not be delivered as addressed, the item of 
mail is returned to the sender and the machine readable information and recipient address 
information are acquired by scanning the item of mail. The scanned information is then used 
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to obtain the correct recipient address and the sender's record of the recipient's address is 
corrected. 

6.2.2 Further, the item of mail is transported through the system of Uhl (709). 



A) Business Wire article, which disclose the use of encoded address information 
for address verification, correction and standardization. 

B) Nishizono et al (JP 07-171505), which uses a machine readable code and 
OCR to correct the destination address of an item of mail. 

C) Moed et al (5,770,841), which uses a machine readable code and OCR to 
correct the destination address of an item of mail, where an operator enters corrected 
address information if the system can not make a determination by itself.
